LIVERPOOL’S FATAL THEATRE SCARE 


The Ory of Fire Rouses the Audience into a Wild 
Mad Bush for the Patal 


LiverPoot, October 12.—It is stated that 
between four and five thousand persons 
were in the Coliseum theatre last night at 
the time of the fatal panic, though the 
statement is probably exaggerated. It ap- 
pears that one of the performers was sing- 
ing a comic song when a free fight com- 
menced in the pit. The cry of fire was 
raised, and there was a stampede for the 
box office entrance, though there are 
said to have been five other doors 
open for the egress of _ the 
audience, The police inside and outside 
endeavored to control the frantic crowd. 
The structure of the theatre at the point 
where the crush occurred is intricate, the 
exits converging into a narrow ‘‘well,’. and 
it was in this well that the dead were col- 
lected until they had reached a ghastly pile 
six or seven odes deep. An upright par- 
tition in the centre of the way stop the 
ssage until one of the men attached to the 
heatre procured an axe and cut it away, 
enabling some of the imprisoned people to 
escape. A scene of the greatest excitement 
prevailed outside the theatre. 
The fire engines and fire escapes arrived 
on the ground and the firemen joining the 
the police entered the building to reassure 
the people. The manager of the theater, 
upon the figst alarm, rushed into the pit 
from the entrance and shouted to the audi- 
ence to remain quiet, but all hisefforts were 
ineffectual udtil the theater had been nearly 
cleared, when the dead and injured were 
carried to the Royal infirmary. Five of the 
dead were women, three” boys, and _thirty- 
oe strong, able-bodied men of the laboring 
Class.

after all, is the only remedy. His hand 
is cold as the hand of death, but it is 
the hand of life; it is more, it is the hand 
of resurrection.

Col. Reuben Arnold as a Greenbaeker. 
The American Life Insurance company 
brought suit against Col. Reuben Arnold, 
returnable to the spring term (1878) of 
Fulton superior court, on a note, se- 
eured by a mortgage, for five 
thousand dollars, money loaned him on 
the 14th of October, 1871. The suit was 
brought by McConnell & Heyward, who 
are attorneys for the American Life In- 
surance company. To this suit Col. 
Arnold filed the plea of usury in the 
usual form, and in addition thereto the 
following further plea: “And the said 
“ defendant further says.that the consid- 
“eration which the plaintiffs gave for 
“said note, dated 14th October, 1871, was 
‘national bank notes for the most part, 
“and the United States treasury notes, 
“all of which are commonly known and 
“called greenbacks, which was at the 
“date of the payment a depreciated cur- 
“rency, and worth 12 per cent less than 
‘par money; and that the present value 
‘of the currency or money at this date is 
‘worth 12 per cent more than the value 
“ of the greenback currency given for said 
“note, and that the plaintiffs property 
“upon which this mortgage was given, as 
“well as real estate and other commodi- 
“ties of value are worth less by 12 per 
“cen tnow than when this loan was made; 
‘‘in consequence of which 12 per cent 
“less money now. will purchase 
‘“‘more- gold and silver and real estate as 
“well as other property of value, than 
“the whole amount would have purchas- 
“ed when this loan was made. There- 
“fore the said defendant says that the 
“consideration given for his said notes 
“not being gold or silver, which was the 
“only constitutional and lawful money 
“of the United States, of unchangeable 
“and intrinsic value—but of depreciated 
“paper money. Therefore he says in 
“equity and good conscience that said 
“depreciated paper money should be 
“sealed down to the real value at the 
“time paid, which would entail no loss 


“of the nominal value of the money 
“now, would be to recover from the de- 
“fendant more than the plaintiff loaned, 
“and thus to greatly ruin and impoverish 
“the defendant.” 

The foregoing plea is in the hand- 
writing of Colonel Arnold, and was sworn 
to by him in due form before G. H. Cal- 
houn, notary public of Fulton county, on 
the 22d of April, 1878. It appears from 
this that Colonel Arnold is not at all sin- 
cere in what he says onthe greenback 
line. He pledged himself to stand by the 
nominee of the Barnesville convention, 
and he violated it; he says he is a green- 
backer, and yet the foregoing document 
shows that he is a hard-money man. 
What are we to think of the candidate of 
the bogus greenbackers? When he filed 
his plea, he made oath to what he thought 
about it, but now he isthe candidate of 
the fiat money men. We leave the pub- 
lic to judge between him and Colonel 
Hammond.

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Tuesday’s Teachings. 

A very few words will present the 
meaning and effect of last Tuesday’s 
elections. The bare facts are sufficient, 
and they are these: the greenback vote 
was not increased; it was large enough 
however to prevent the complete success 
of the cause of currency reform; both of 
the old parties will therefore go into the 
November elections with the determina- 
tion to contest every inch of the ground. 

The best information in our possession 
leads to the conclusion that the green- 
back vote of Ohio will fall below its last 
year’s figures, or 75,000 out of 650,000 
votes. In Indiana it may reach 35,000 
out of 400,000 votes. In neither state 
did the third-party gain any strength, 
although it went to the polls with the 
prestige of Maine and popular enthusiasm, 
and the advantages of very hard times. 
The result is disastrous to the new party. 


An old party can stand defeat after defeat, 
but when a new party based on questions 


of temporary policy only, cannot under 
favorable circumstances command more 
than ten per cent of the total vote, it is 
clearly done for. Its dissolution is at 
hand, and each member of it will soon 
go to the old party that the nearest repre- 
sents his.ideas on the currency questions. 

And why not? There is no’ chance of 
remedying the evils of which the green- 
backers complain, no chance of stopping 
the course of class legislation, no chance 
of substituting the people for monopolists 
when privileges are to be given out, ex- 
cept through the democratic party. The 
elections already held have determined 
the complexiou of the next congress. It 
will be controlled by the dem- 
ocratic party. The green back- 
ers as such will not have a Yrepre- 
sentative in the senate, and not more 
than six or eight in the house. They 
cannot, as we show in another article this 
morning, gain even the balance of power 
in thé house.- Every man of sense and 
honest purpose will therefore put his vote 
where it will do the most good. He will 
not invite another defeat like that of 
Ohio, but he will unite with the party of 
practical reform for the purpose of de- 
feating the party of contraction and class 
legislation. Such a movement will be 
felt in the approaching elections of New 
York and Pennsylvania, where the hope- 
lessness of greenbackism begins to be ap- 


But the Ohio result has nerved the 
friends of hard money, and therefore of 
Grant, toa gigantic effort in the elec- 
tions of November, when no less than 
twenty-nine states will take a hand 
in the grand preliminary presidential 
campaign. They believe that with 
the aid of the banks and other branches 
of the money power they can stay, if not

ties of the empire, and has to-day more 
power in the reichstadt than ever before. 
Still the chancellor’s faith in repressive 
measures remains unshaken, and «his 
anti-socialistic bill is. more obnoxious to 
the best friends of German liberty than 
any measure he has devised. The chief 
objections to the original bill were the 
illimitedness of its operation, its retro- 
active feature, and the nature of the 
special court of appeal and the mode of 
reference of questions arising under the 
bill to it. The bill made Prince Bismarck 
himself the head of the court, virtually 
giving him the control of its decisions. 
This clause has been modified so that the 
chancellor will not be able to absolutely 
control the court; the retroactive feature 
of the bill has been stricken ott, and the 
operation of the bill will be limited to a 
time named—probably, to 1883. With 
these changes it is thought the bill will 
command the support of Germany’s best 
friends, the national liberals, which would 
ensure its passage. 

It is very doubtful indeed whether 
even the modified bill is desirable— 
whether it would not strengthen, like 
the Falck laws, the party attacked. 
The socialists can poll to-day 600,000 
votes, and their organization is almost 
perfect. They are not altogether led by 
fanatics, as are the communists of France, 
for their ranks include many political 
economists of high and even favorable 
reputation. They ostensibly seek an 
umelioration of the condition of the la- 
boring classes—the times being very hard 
in Germany—but beyond that they have 
no authoritative programme. This of 
itself lets in hard suspicions and gives 
weight to ill-considered utterances. These 
utterances are generally intended for the 
half-educated masses. They are fre- 
quently attacks on the rights of property, 
onslaughts against religion and family 
ties and love for the fatherland, and ap- 
peals in favor of an upheaval of state and 
society. They are often spiced with 
threats. “The Nihilistic dagger and the 
Nobeling shotgun,” says Bismarck, are 
held up before the eyes of the law-makers. 
All this is very bad and very much to be 
deplored ; but whether it can be cured bya 
law that makes the property of every 
socialist subject at any moment to confis- 
cation and himself to imprisonment and 
exile, is very doubtful. It is much more 
likely to result in either a growth of so- 
cialism under persecution, or else in the 
threatened wholesale emigration move- 
ment to Asia Minor or the United States. 
ff the latter alternative is adopted, we 
hope that at least’the shot-gun part of 
the proces ession will move on Asia Minor.

“The New Legislature. 

The general assembly meets on the 6th 
day of November, and the session that 
will follow will be one of the most impor- 
t nt held in Georgia for many years. It 
will assemble under new auspices, and 
its duties will be new and varied. One 
of these will be the rearrangement and 
readjustment of the law under the new 
constitution, and this will involve grave 
responsibilities. From present appear- 
ances Hon. Rufus E. Lester will be elected 
president of the senate without opposi- 
tion. He is an excellent presiding 
officer, prompt, alert and thoroughly fa- 
miliar with parliamentary law. He 
made many friends during the last ses- 
sion of the legislature by his fearless im- 
partiality and his methods of dispatching 
business. When the last general assem- 
bly met he was elected for two years, but 
the calling of the constitutional conven- 
tion and the adoption of the new consti- 
tution made it necessary to elect a new 
legislature for the government of which 
new Officers will have to be chosen. 

Hon. A. O. Bacon will be re-elected 
speaker of the house. He is one of the 
most expert parliamentarians in the 
state, and one of the most popular of our 
public men. During his recent European 
tour he took occasion to frequently attend 
the sessions of the British parliament, 
thus fortifying his own experience and 
confirming his practice. Major Bacon is 
aman of great ability, and dispatches 
the business of the house more promptly 
perhaps than any man that ever occupied 
his position. He has many friends in 
every portion of the state, and has made 
a reputation as speaker of the house un- 


position. 

Hon. William A. Harris, of Worth 
county, is the most prominent candidate 
for secretary of the senate. His econom- 
ical administration of the office in the 
past is a strong point in his favor. He 
thoroughly understands the duties of the 
office, and is personally very popular. 
Mr. Henry H. Cabaniss, of the Forsyth 
Advertiser, who will be his first lieuten- 
ant, is one of the most efficient assistant 
clerks the senate ever had. He is not 
only a fine reader, but possesses great ex- 
ecutive ability. 

We understand there will be 
several candidates for clerk 
of the house. “Mr. Eugene P. Speer, 
however, has claims on the office which, 
backed by his abilities and a large per- 
sonal popularity, will be hard for his op- 
ponents to overcome. He made a com- 
petent officer and will doubtless be re- 
elected without trouble. 

We cannot doubt that competent 
officers will be elected by the general as- 
sembly. The restrictions thrown around 
the body by the new constitution with 
respect to expenses attending the 
session that it will be  nec- 
essarily economical, and __ there 
will be very few clerkships to dispense. 
The clerical expenses of the senate were 
limited by the new constitution to sixty 
dollars per day during the session, and 
seventy dollars for the house, and the re- 
spective officers of each are required to 
give bond for the faithful discharge of 
their several duties. We shall have, 
therefore, the most important and the 
most economical session held in Georgia 
since the war. eh

THE DEAN OF WESTMINSTER. 


A Sketch of a Distinguished English- 
man Now Visiting America. .’ 
The Graphic. 

Few more notable Englishmen have ever 
visited the United States than the Very 
Rey. Arthur Penrhyn Stanley, dean of 
Westminster, who arrived at Boston the 
other day, and. who, we~believe, .contem-< 
plates remaining in ‘this country for’ 
some time. As an author, a preach- 
er, and a scholar, Dean Stanley ranks 
high; and as.the leader of the broad church 
wing of the established church of England, 
his ecclesiastical position is one of great im- 
portance. Dean Stanley was born ih Ghe- 
shire, in 1815. His father, Dr. Edward 
Stanley, was the rector of that parish for 
thirty-two. years, and was then, in 
1837, made bishop of Norwich. 
Dean Stanley was educated at Rugby, 
under the fanious Dr. Arnold, from 
whom he apparently first imbibed the lati- 
tudifarian views which he has since car- 
ried to such lengths. He commenced a dis- 
tinguished career at Oxford, by obtaining a 
scholarship at’ Baligl, and the Newdigate 

iz@ for his Engiislypoem, ‘The Gypsies.” 
He gained a first clss in classics, in 1837; 
tivo years afterwards he took the Latin.es- 
say prize; and the following year he car- 
ried off the English and theological prizes. 
He was then, 1840, elected a fellow o Uni- 
versity Scotiege; was for “twelye years 
tutor of his college, and was mage. select 
preacher in 1845; in 1851, "he received the 
appuintment of canon of Canterbury cathe- 
dral, a post which carries with it a residence 
‘and salary of 5,000 a year. He was made 
regius rofessor of éeelesiastical history of 
Oxford in 1858* canon of Christ church. 
with the fanfous Dr. Pusey; and chaplain 
to the bishop of London until 
1863, wheh he received from the hands 
of Lord Palmerston, who was then prime 
jninisterfhis present appointment as dean 
of Westminster. His residence is in Dean’s 
Yard, @ part of the grand and beautiful ab- 
bey; and the post carries with it a salary of 
310,000 a year. In 1862, he was chosen to 
accompany the Prince of Wales on his 
gurney through Egypt and the Holy Land.

THE DEAN OF WESTMINSTER. 


A Sketch of a Distinguished English- 
man Now Visiting America.. 
The Graphic. 

Few more notable Englishmen have ever 
visited the United States than the Very 
Rey. Arthur Penrhyn Stanley, dean of 
Westminster, who arrived at Bosten the 
other day, and..whe, we,believe, contem- 
plates remaining in “this country for’ 

time. As an author, a preach- 
er, a scholar, Dean Stanley ranks 
high; and as.the leader of the broad church 
wing of the established church of England, 
his ecclesiastical p osition is one of great im- 
portance. Dean Staniey was born in Chie- 
shire, in 1815. His father, Dr. Edward 
Stanley, was the rector of that parish for 
thirty-two . years, and was then, in 
1837, made bishop of Norwich. 
Dean Stanley was sdidtited at Rugby, 
under the fanious Dr. Arnold, from 
whom he apparently first imbibed the lati- 
tudinarian views which he has since car- 
ried to such lengths. He commenced a dis- 
tinguished career at Oxford, by obtaining a 
scholarship ac Baligl, and the Newdigate 
iz@for his Englixivpoem, ‘The Gypsies.” 
.. gained a first clfs# in classie¢g, in 1837; 
tivo years,afte rwards he took thé Latin.es- 
say prize; and the following year he car- 
ried off the English and theological prizes. 
He was then, 1840, elected a fellow of Uni- 
versity Scoltege; was for "twelye years 
tutor of his college, and was madé select 
preacher in 1845; in 1851, ‘he receivéd the 
appuintment of canon of Canterbury cathe- 
dral, a post which carries with ita residence 
inte Of 5,000 a year. He was made 
rofessor.of écelesiastical history of 
Ottnd in 1858* canon of Christ church. 
with the fanjous Dr. Pusey; and chaplain 
to the bishop of London until 
1863, wheh he received from the hands 
of Lord Palmerston, who was then prime 
ninister/his present appointment as dean 
of Westminster. His residence is in Dean's 
Yard, g part of the grand and beautiful ab- 
Oey ‘wha the post carries with it a salary of 
$10,000 a year. In 1862, he was chosen to 
accumpany the Prince of Wales on his 
ourney through Egypt and the Holy Land. 
is wife—Lady Augustus Stanléy—was at 
the time of his marriage One of the ladies 
in waiting upon the queen. She.was a 


woman of great sweetness and: amiability 


of character, and her majesty was attached 
to her, and often had her pay long visits 
toher.. The death of -his wife, which hap- 
pened about three years ago, was a severe 
affliction to the dean. She is buried in one

northern tour, undertaken more for recrea- 
tion than fer health—in the full tiow of joy- 
ous spirits and high hopes—he was suddenly 
stricken down by the insatiate archer’s ar- 
row.

it is, that “in the midst of iife we are in 
death!” 

Professor Waddell sprang from a 
line of distinguished teachers an 
educators. His grandfather, the late 
Moses Waddell, D. D., devoted the 
main part of his long, busy and pre-emi- 
nently useful life tothe work of educating 
the young. Such men—if other such there 
be—as Wim. H. Crawford, John C. Calhoun, 
George McDutfie, Hugh L. Legare, James L. 
Petigru, A. B. Longstreet, L. A. Campbell. 
A. P. Butler, and A. H. Stephens owe their 
academic training chiefly to*his» vwuitions 
They are but few of the many jewels that 
bestud his precepterial crown. ‘The fates 
of > wie was the late James 
Pleasan he most universally ac- 
com plishedsperson. in the various branches 
of polite learning I ever knew. Forty-six 
years of his active aud laborious 
life were — in the “business © of

‘The writings of 
Dean Stanley are very numerous; his_ first 
work, the life of his instructor, Dr. Arnold, 
was published in 1844; his last, «Lectures on 
the History of the Church of Scotland,” 
appeared in 1872..
